TWENTY-SIX STATES NOW 
HAVE HIGHWAY PATROLS 
Twenty-six states now have high­ 
way patrols, composed of men whose 
prim ary duty Is to enforce motor 
vehicle laws and promote safety on 
the highways, according to Ralph 
W. BoLsinger, president of the New­ 
castle Motor Club, which Is affili­ 
ated with the A. A. A. 
Mr. Bolsinger declared th a t the 
members of these patrols have cre­ 
ated a fine record for efficiency 
and are doing m uch to win respect 
for police authority. 
“In the m ajority of instances,” he 
continued, "the 
members 
of the 
state patrols are selected with an 
eye to their ability to courteously 
treat those frho use the highways. 
They seldom interfere with the m o­ 
torists who unintentionally violates 
some motor vehicle law-, but confine 
their activities, to an effort to ap­ 
prehend and vigorously prosecute 
the crim inal m inority of motorists 
who deliberately violate these laws, 
through 
excessive 
speed, 
driving 
while intoxicated. efc. 
“There seems to be a concerted 
effort on the part of these state 
highway policy to create high trad i­ 
tions for the highway patrols and 
m otorists generally are anxious to 
give this movement all possible sup­ 
port. Rarely indeed, are members of 
the state patrols addicted to slang 
and wise cracks in halting car own­ 
ers. a practice which, unfortunately, 
a, num ber of municipal traffic offi­ 
cers indulge in.”
